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PUGILISTIC CADETS. 


A Regulation Prize-Fight Between Two 
at West Point. 
West Point 8pecial to New York Herald. 

The mosotony of routine life at the military 
post, West Point, has just been varied by a 
‘apuine prize-fight between two cadets, with 

seconds and referee. The mill occurred on 
Wednesday morning between 10 and il 
o'clock, and the principals were Cadets 
Frank A. Cook, eighteen years old, and Ed- 
ward A. Scudder, twenty-one years oid. 
scudder was Knocked outin true Sullivan 
stvie and Was carried to the hospital im an 
insensibie condition. Scpdder was appointed 
from Mississippi and Cook from Rhode 
Island. he former is a fourth-class piebe 
and Cook ieatbird-class man. The referee 
was Alfred D. Jackson, who belongs to next 
year’s graduating class, and is from Mas- 
sachusetts. There are two reports regarding 
the difficulty out of which sprang the fight, 
One is (hat Scudder got intotrouble with an 
officer of bis company who cureed him. This 
he would not submit to, said that he could 
@oanyiuing ¢l*6, but be would not staud 
that; consequently he challenged the officer 
to figbt, but the latter refused, and, according 
sy prevailing custom, got another to do the 
rehting forbim. To this Scudder assented 
ard the mill followed. 

Another report says that Scudder amicably 
a tiled the dispute between himself and the 
officer, and that the trouble betweea him and 
cook, with *hom he fought, was an entirely 
cifferent difficulty, the nature of which Is not 
yet revealed. Whichever or whatever the 
diffeulty, certains it is that the fight took 
y ace ip artistic prize ring style on Wednes- 
¢a1y mornisg. Scudder and Cvok, accom- 
;anied by Referees Jackson aud two cadets as 
a onde, s*heee names the reporter could not 
ascertain, went up the back road to near an 
‘id Dlacksmith’s shop, ail prepared for the 
fight. Everything had apparently been pre- 
arrunged, and when the five reagheda green 
svard on the sice of the road between the 
New Observatory Building ana Fort Putnam 
ine ring was struck, and the belligerents 
went to work. The result of the fight was 
that Seudder was completely kmocked out, 
aitbough he is not only the oldest, but much 
the Inigest of the two. One report has it 
that Scudder stood the terrific punching for 
three-quarters of an.hour before he gave up, 
while another says be succumbed to Cook’s 
batteries in three or four rounds. He is 
budly bruised and marked up, while Cook is 
exid to be comparatively uninjured. While 
Scudder was lying insenstbie Jake Foster, of 
Hizvhiaed* Fails, drove along and was hailed 
aid asked to take him to hospital, which he 
did. 

Hoepital Steward Hill says that when Fos- 
ter drove uptotbe hospital Scudder was piled 
op boxes in an inseusible condition, wiih a 
cadet on each side of him. Six men, three 
besides Foster and the two cadets, carried 
bimin. Hill says that Scudder was such a 
horrible sieht he took him foran injured 
W est shore laborer,and first said to the party: 
‘Take him anwsy; I don’t want him at the 
cadet hospital.” As soen as he was laid eut 
on the bed be was taken with a sudden spell 
which enabled the other cadets to escape be- 
fore Hill identified them, his attention being 
given to the sick and injured man. He is now 
attended by Dr. Alexander, tae Post Surgeon. 
The affairs is the only topte of conversation 
now at the post, as it is the frst fight since 
General Howard was appointed. 

A rigid imvestigaiion is tobe made. The 
cfficers are not inciined to talk, but it is known 
that the two seconds, Cook and the referee, 
Jacksoa, are all under arrest, and will be heid 
to awalt the investigation.

They look askance at 
a pbysiciap who recommends a pariiculer 
crug glere, and often talx mysteriously avout 
percentages, forgeiting that their prysician 
bas some opportunity of krowing the differ- 
ence between an honest aad acrooked pre- 
scription deak, 

One of the uiost common frauds ts the sub- 
stitution of cinchonidia and cinchona for 
quigine. Adulterations of the most’ familiar 
vurugs are almost Universa!. Citrate of mag- 
nesia la made with oniy one-half or three- 
fourths ite wonted strength; tincture of 
iodine, one-fourth to three-fourths; lauda- 
pum, half to three-fourths. The laudanum 
of the stores is exceedingly unrelfable, the 
cheaper preparations being weak in propor- 
tion tothe price. Paragoric is very common- 
jy diliited one-half, and often contains no 
benzoic acid and but one-fourth the standard 
proportion of opium. Aqua ammonia, sweet 
spirits of mitre, and a long catalogue of others 
aresimilarly manipuiated. The various oiis, 
rose, lemon, bergamot orange, rose, gera- 
nium, etc., are pearly one-half alcohoi. But 
to come down to the actual! alteration of pre- 
scriptions. These bits of paperexpose the 
delinquencies of more thana dozen Piladel- 
phia drug stores, and represeot similar ir- 
rezularities in scores of otbers.

Mrs. Martha F. De Raimes died recently at 
her house Clarenceville, town of Jamaica, 
from theeffects of the heat. She was a port- 
ly lady weighing over 300 pounds. Her name 
was Dunkam previous to ker a to 
John De Raimes, a wealthy Fremchman. 
She lived ia Brooklyn for many years. Mr. 
De Riimes died a few years ago, leaving es- 
tate valued at $1,500, and several chil- 
dren by his tirst wife, Mr. De 
Raimes made Rebert Dunham, his second 
wife’s son, trustee of his estate. By the 
terms ef his will his widow and children were 
given the use of the handsome estate at 
Clarenceville and $1,000 a month during the 
lifetime of the widow, the estate after ber 
death to be equally divided among the children 
by the testator’s two marriages or their de- 
ecendants. Robert Durham, the trustes, 
married one of his stepsisters.

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THE GREAT INTERVIEWED. 


The Styles That Prevail in New York 


—Grant’s Garrulity. 

{New York Correspondence Chicago Times. 
The newspaper interview is not so exten- 
cultivated in the New York press as in 
estern papers. The joudnais here ap- 
parently do not hold this branch of journalism 
and useful as itis regard- 
ed in some of the interior cities. One leading 
paper makes it an invariable rule never to In- 


terview simply to get opinions. It publishes 


news interviews, but appears not to care for 
public sentiment, as epitomized in individual 
opinions. Is is, on the whole, more difficult 
to getinterviews with the leading men here 
tham it isin smalier cities. A great many 
object to talking for the purpose of ‘‘making 
& mewspaper article.” This is particularly 
the case with those whose pubiic and social 

osition is so well establisaed that they have 
Oat any desire for this sort of self-aavertise- 
ment, Thea, again the men in New York 
wdose opinions are best worth the seeking 
aresobedged about with private secretaries 
and other red tapethatit is not easy to get 
access to them, and they can easily baffle the 
most intrepid interviewer if they feel dis- 
posed. Many of them, also, will not be seen 
atallafter business hours. Their evenings 
are given up to their social obligations. The 
newspaper man suggests the toil and turmoil 
of the day and they bar him out as an uBCcOm- 
fortable intrusion. 

Since Gen. Grant took up bie residence in 
New York, he is generally accessible to news- 
paper men at his office or at his residence. 
He is very willing to talk if he has anything 
to say, and some very interesting interviews 
have been had with him, as, for instance, on 
the occasion of the assassination of the Czar, 
when the General gave a full account of bis 
interview with and impressions of that ruler. 
Owing to the unfriendly attitude toward him 
which the Sun has of late years assumed, 
Gen. Grant will never accord an interview to 
aSun reporter. The antipathy of the late 
statesman, Mr. Conkling, to newspaper in- 
terviewers is well known. He will never 
talk to the press except when he bas personal 
reasons for doing so. Whea he does submit 
to an interview, he dictates his remarks, and 
bas them revised and aliready for the printer 
before the reporter quits his presence. He 
found the interviewers quite useful a while 
ago, when he had occasion to contradict 
Skipman, who used Conkling’s name without 
authorization in the Peruvian business. Mr. 
Tilden almost invariably sees every reporter 
who calls, only to send him away empty- 
handed He meets every question having a 
political bearing with the whispered sugces- 
tion that he is out of politics. If he has time 
and feels particularly good-humored, he will 
trot out some ager ae of his Jersey cat- 
tle, or will meet the fnterviewer’s advances ip 
some otber equally irrelevant manner. Joho 
Kelly, eepeciaily stace be has been frozen out of 
office, ie always ready to be interviewed on 
uny and all subjects. His opinions,uowever,are 
not just pow in great demand. Mavor Grace 
has gone into politics. to stay there if he can, 
and he is giad of any opportunity to keep 
himself in the publiceye. He is likely to say 
to the reporter: ‘‘This is too important a 
subject to be spoken of hastily. I’d like to 
give you my views at length, and if you’!! 
call to-morrew I’|] have them ready for you 
on paper.” The next day, sure enough, he’!! 
havea columo of matter written out. By 
the time the city editor has gone over the 
Mayor’s “‘views’’ they bave been subject to 
a good deal of compression. The Mayor is 
one of the gentry who spend their eveniogs 
in a dress suit, and he dislikes exceeding!y to 
be interviewed out of business hours. Mr. 
August Belmont is one of the crustiest indl- 
viduais whom it is ever the sad !ot of the in- 
terviewer to encounter. His natural hauteur 
is increased to an indefinite degree if it bhap- 
pens that the journal seeking bis opinions 
has umfavorably remarkedajupon any of his 
public acis within a year or two past. “It is 
a piece of great impertinence,’’ he loftily 
says to the reporter, ‘‘*for your editor to send 
yeu to me. You may teil him so.” That 


weeps tears of joy whenever he sees an inter- 
viewer approach. He 1s full of reminiscenges 
and sage acivice, andis willing to give the 
public the full benefitof his comments on any 
subject usnderthesun. I recollect only one 
instance of his refusing to be interviewed, 
and that occurred this week. The son of a 
man Who many years af0 was a very eminent 
American publicist died here the other day, 
and a reporter wassentto Mr. Weed to draw 
4 his ‘‘reminiscences.”? “I don’t taik,’? said

“Did Mr. ——in- 
herit any of his father’s qualities asked tbe 
reporter. ‘“‘None but his vices,’? was the 
laconic response, aod that was all the valetu- 
dinarian had to eay.

It is believed, however, that the old 
gentleman doesn’t know-how many “‘lengthen- 
ed, ssge advices”’ Beis prevented from reiaii- 
ing by the watehful caré of his daughter, 
Mrs. Abram 8S. Hewitt, wiih whom he lives. 
This ladv harbors the suepicion that report- 
ers have evil designs upon the peace and 
longevity of the late candidate for the Presi- 
dency, and she won’t admit them to bis 
presence unless he 1s feeling unusually brisk, 
and uniess they promise to be brief. Mr. 
George S. Coe, president of the American 
Exchange Bank, is the beau ideal of the in- 
terviewers. He is an authority on all matters 
of finance, is very courteous, and is always 
willing to oblige the press with information. 
Judge Hilton is peculiar. A very few re- 
perters with whom he is well acquainted can 
get from him almost any information they ask 
for. To most others he is blunt and uncom- 
municative.
